CENTRAL EXCHANGE TAKES 
A BUCKET SHOP LICENSE. 


Enters Government Fold by Applying 
Permit as “Broker, Class 2”—All in 
Chicago Now Within the Law. 


The Central Grain and Stock Exchange, in 


the Rookery Building, came into the govern-. 


ment fold yesterday and applied for a li- 


cense—”* under protest "—as broker, 
class 2.” by which bucket shops 
are designated - under the new § federal 


law. Under a ruling the penalties attached 
to the law did not become operative until 
May 1, but with two exceptions all the bucket 
shops in the city made application before 
the beginning of the present month. Those 
now doing business—nine in all— are regular- 
ly licensed by the government. The Central 
is the only une posting Chicago Board of 
Trade quotations and is doingso urlder the 
protection of an injunction which prevents 
either the Board of Trade or the telegraph 
companies.from cutting them off. 


REPORT ON HAVANA FINANCES. 


Cuban Capital Has an Indebtedness of 
to Be Increased.. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

HAVANA, May 18.—The commission which 
was appointed to investigate and report on 
the condition of the finances of Havana made 
its report today. Thé report says the in- 
debtedness of the city fs $12,235,931. The 
average cost of the city expenses outside of 
public instruction and some other items 
which are defrayed by the state are $2,250,000. 
The cost of placing a loan of $15,000,000 in 
addition to the expense of existing loans and 
counting the sinking fund, both of which 
amount to abot $600,000, should be about 
$1,300,000. 

The report says that after making all aus 
allowances the taxable income of Havana 
property should be $10,000,000, or $1,200,000 
per year. The water rates also should yield 
about. $800,000 Instead of $340,000 as at pres- 
ent. This estimate is based on the fact that 
at present only 11,650 houses take water whee 
there ought to be 20,000.

Tendencies of Adodern Music,

Illinois Resembles Independence. 

The Boston boat, Independence, is said to be 
an enlarged Illinois. Probably the resem- 
blance should be put just the other way about, 
but if it is correct Mr. Lawson's defender must 
have noticeably hard bilges, thereby differing 
from the challenger, bilges have been 
described as “beautifullf rounded.”

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|. CYCLING TOUR FROM CHICACO TO NEW YORK-LAST SECTION, FROM CLYDE, N. Y., TO THE METROPOLIS. 


{BY R. 8. DUBS, M. D.} 

We closed our account last week ati Lake 
Berlin, five miles east of Clyde, where we 
took the towpath of the Erie Canal. Through 
Montezuma to Port Byron the towpath is 
the only bicycle road because of the 
marshes. 

‘If it is good riding on the towpath remain 
on it through Weedsport, Jordan, Memphis, 
Syracuse (at the first bridge take the street 
till acrogs the city), Manlius Center, Chit- 

to Canastota. Before getting to 
Canastota the canal deviates to the north, 
so that this place lies a mile, more or less, 
@outh. You leave the here, going 
south through Canastota, holding the bi- 
cycle path up the hill till you strike the one 
running east and west, into which you turn 
to the east (left) to Vernon. 

Tf it is not good riding on the towpath 
take the road at Port Byron. To Weedsport 
you are north of the canal and havea bicycle 
path a good partofthe way. From Weeds- 
port, where you cross the eanal, you are 
pretty far to the south’ of w. Ontil- you 
reach Syracuse you will find the road sandy 
in places and hilly; some of the hills, how- 
ever, being most excellently adapted to 
coasting. Just before you get into Camillus 
there is a dangerous hill. Walk it unless 
you are an expert rider. At the “soft 
drinks " stand, a little way up the hill out- 
side of Camillus, you will feel inclined to 
“cool off.’’ ‘Will the benevolent proprietor 
talk you out of a quarter “for keeping 
up (7?) the bicycle signs” along the hilis? 

In the heart of Syracuse you turn south, 
cross the canal and the railroad, keeping 
on until you meet an asphalt street running 
uphill diagonally to the left (southeast), 
which you take. At the top of the hill you 
pass on to a cinder path, which takes you 
most of the way to Orville, whence you have 
fair roads to Chittenango. It is about a 
mile south of the canal. Yates Hotel good. 
Take second right after passing this hotel. 
You have several high hills to cross before 
you meet the bicycle path coming up from 
Canastota, which was mentioned above. 
Frem now on, however, you Have a cinder . 
path the greater part of the way to Vernon. 
Between this place and Kirkland there is 
some rough road to travel. Be careful when 
descending the long hill into Kirkland, for 
the road is littered with stones and there are 


some ruts. 


You have fair roads—bicycle path the last 
four or five miles—to Utica, which you enter 
as far as Rutger street. Turn to the right 
into Rutger street, taking its left continua- 
tion, where it apparently ends, straight out 
to the. Masonic Home, just in front of the 
main entrance of which—commanding a fine 
view of the beautiful Mohawk Valley—you 
turn into the path to the left, cross the 
tracks, turn to the right, then the first left 
(one way only—i. e.: the bicycle path); and 
keep the straight road into the enticingly 
beautiful valley through Llion and Mohawk, 
where you cross the Mohawk River to Her- 
kimer. .

General Remarks. 

There is no stretch of road over which you 
will travel but some one will be able to 
give you “a better way than that.” After 
f few bad experiences you will become cau- 

ous. 

You will lose your way a few times, have 
some annoying accidents, “ feel out of sorts ”’ 
many times, etc. Take these things as a 
matter of course, keeping your troubles to 
yourself. Do not ask advice, the best road, 
the best hotel, etc., of whomscoever you meet. 
Observe for yourself and rely on your own 
observations and conclusions. 

You must be present in person when your 
wheel is overhauled so that you can convince 
yourself by your own observation that all is 
in order, Before starting on the trip you 
should have ridden two or three “ centuries,” 
so as to be sure that your wheel and outfit, 
especially saddle, are perfect. You must 
know how to mend a puncture, to take off a 
wheel and put it back, to true #t, to tighten 
and loosen the bearings—in other words, you 
must rely on yourself if you would have any 
satisfaction out of your ride. 

If your bodily functions are in order and 
your appetite is good, do not slacken your 
pace because of ™ that tired feeling.”’ Keep 
right on. As far as you may go make good 
time. That is American, and it will be a 
source of great pleasure to contemplate after 
the trip is over. 

As to deportment, be gentlemanly at all 
times, at ail places, under aj! circumstances, 
This demeanor can be Itivated by ob- 
serving the country as you pass through it, 
the people with whom’ you come in contact, 
the excellencies and deficiencies of the 
towns and cities through which you pass, by 
keeping track of your cyclometer readings, 
eto., for nothing tends to bring forth a gen- 
tlemaniy bearing more than does mental oc- 
cupation.

There could: not have 
been developed an organism depending on 
offensive and defensive movements for food 
and life without an interest in what we call 
a dangerous or precarious situation.”’. 

With more or less directness this interest 
in conflict is responsible for the bler and 
the modern gambling spirit.’ For, whatever 
may be the position of the pedant, Professor 
Thomas” asserts’ that’ man-nature has not 


changed materially in historical times. Nor 


would he have it changed. 7 
ANIMAL INSTINETS STRONG. 


“It is a popular view,”.he says, “that 
moral and cultural views and interests have . 


superseded our animal instincts; but the 
cultural period is only a span in comparison 
with prehistoric times and the prehuman 
period of life, and it seems probable that 
types of psychic reaction were once for all 
developed and fixed; and, while objects of 
attention and interest in different historical

He dwells upon: the 
interest attracted. war, . acknowledging 
that “withthe “accumulation of “property 
and. the ‘growth. of sensibility and intelii- 
gence it becomes. apparent that war is a 
wasteful and unsafe process, and public and 
personal interests lead us to avold it as much 
as possible. But, however genuinely war 
may be deprecated, it is certainly an excit- 
ing game. The Rough Riders in’ this coun- 
try recently, and. more recently the young 
men of:the aristocracy of England, went to 
war from motives of patriotism, no doubt, 
but there was unmistakable evidence thet 
they also .regarded it as the greatest sport 
they were aay. ‘to ha a chance at in a 
lifetime.” 


FOOTBALL’ AS. A "PROOF. 
And of football he that altogether

But out of this artificial society the pro- 


fessor shows to-what extent politics, busi-

Referring to the stock market 
as, the -most-exciting form the 
professor says: 

= Economically it isa business . in the 
sense that.it has a value in fixing prices 
and promoting exchange; but psychological- 
ly it is*gambling, with this important qual- 
ification, that*’in so far as the professional 
speculator gives his attention, perhaps dur- 
ing a period of years, to one class of stocks 
and uses. special wires and other private 
sources of information he eliminates the 
element of chance and is ahh omy extent 
working.” 

Contrasting with these men the positions 
of bookkeepers and clerks, who almost in- 
variably speak of the time when they shall 
be their ‘““own masters ’’—equivalent to a

CAUSE OF FASCINATION, 

“. We.are now, perhaps, in. a posit 
derstand how gambling comes to’exist and 
why it is so fascinating. It is a means of 
keeping: up the conflict interest and of secur-

ery; and, incidentally or habftually, it may 
be a ns of securiig. money—that is, pe 
tential satisfactions of all possible ‘kinds,

There’ arevamong the bookmak- 
ers, card’ and’ confidence men, professional 
bilfardists, and.adventurers of Chicago men 
who by every psychological test have a high 
grade of intelligence. They have excelient 
associative memofies,, capacity to see gen- 
eral relations amid’ details, to reach judg- 
ments quickly’ and’ surely, and to readjust 
themselves skillfully to changing situations. 
While thére are in this clase men of ordi- 
nary intelligence, there are ‘others who, un- 
der the proper’ conditions, would have taken 
high rank in the army,, in education, fn the 


ministry, In business and polftics, and in lit- 
erature and art; just as there are men in 


these professiqns_ who, in the absence of 
normal. opportunities and copies for imita- 
tion, would have.turned out card or confi- 
dence kéepere of gambling establish- 
ments, or thugs. 

There is, in fact, psychologically no more» 
a sporting class than.there is a class of col- 
lege men’or a class of horse breeders.
